“WASHINGTON, January 30. 


J. H. Ripeway: Dear Sir—Yours 
of the 26th inst. received. The rela- 
tives are inclined to regard your prop- 
osition favorably. In case of death 
the brain will have to be taken for a 
post mortem examination. 

Grorcs Scovitis.” 

Ridgway—I am to have possession 
of the body of Guiteau after ns death. 
I shall have it placed in a refrigerat- 
ing apparatus. The body will be 
placed upon exhibition in all the 
principal cities of the country under 
my supervision, and taken to Europe. 
Lintend to spare no expense to have 
the interior of the car made as at- 
tractive as possible. it will be ele- 
gantly carpetedand upholstered. The 
body shall be arranged so as to look 
as natural as possible. The form will 
be dressed just as in life, and the fea- 
tures will retain the expression they 
had after they became fixed in death. 
I wrote to Guiteau soon after his trial 
began, makiog a similar proposition to 
him. He wrote saying he was disposed 
to regard my proposition with favor, 
but would have to refer me to his coun- 
sel. I have no feeling for Gaiteau one 
way or the other.
